The Wartime Prices and Trade

It is not too late to plant an ex-| 
cellent garden. As a matter of fact, 
experienced gardeners point that far 
more people err on the early planting 
side {than vice versa. There is little 
real growth for the majority of flow- | 
ers and vegetables before soil and air 
really warm up. With most things 
it is better to plant late than too 
early.
